Hog cholera is less 
prevalent 
in 
Pennsylvania now than in years ac­ 
cording to a statem ent issued by the 
State Bureau 
of Animal 
Industry, 
which has charge of the system of 
control 
of movements 
of 
livestock 
into the State. In a statement issued 
the Bureau attributes the decrease in 
cases to the intelligent use of serums 
and co-operation 
with the State a u ­ 
thorities 
in enforcement of 
regula­ 
tions. The Bureau will shortly issue 
a bulletin on livestock handling. 
It 
will deal with cattle, swine, sheep 
and poultry. As a result of a census 
taken it is estimated there are 554,-
